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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner has reconsidered the amendment 
filed on 08/21/2007, upon the applicant's request. Please see the following responses: For claim 1, the amended claim 1 still doesn't 
clarify what is the 'end-user specified preferences', and what does the compiler use the end-user specified preferences for? In fact, the 
'information agent' is new subject matter to the claim. The prior art, Yamanoue, still reads on the current claim, see Yamanoue's column 1, 
lines 10-18, "a system is used which searches for information (of books, for instance) using a data supplying device and provides search 
results to the user (user terminal) via the data supply controlling device in such a manner to provide information suitable for user's 
preference and interest by referring to user data and also to achieve improvement in both user privacy protection and communications 
efficiency", wherein the 'data supplying device' is considered as an information agent, and it compiles data, stores user's preferences, and 
retrieves the preferences. Claim 14, is not clear about 'program text', see interview summary dated 08/09/2007. Claim 18 is similar to 
claim 1. All the amended independent claims are not in allowable condition. 
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
